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THE FASHIONS.

The New York"fr{hung gives the following

hints with regard to the latest fashionable
fancies: —

The seaside and country-house dresses
noticed once before as plm};d upon exhibi-
tion, are guite & success. These Cretonne
costumes, made in Marie Antoinette style, of
furniture chintz, large, figured, with pretty
ﬂ:‘u.ndu of olive green, buff, and gray, some.

e8 black, are trimmed with blace velvet
and guipure lace. The overskirt very mnoh
trimmed and extremely Lowgant,; or they are
made with plain skirt and bars of black vel-
vet plnoed on perpendicularly or diagonally,
with short.-fronted basque deepening in the
back and Louis X1V sleeves. These Cretenne
suits, caprices of fashior, should be very
cautiously indulged in—only, indeed, by
those *‘to the manner born," who can impart
to any style of dress and coarsest material an
air distingue, A furniture chintz upon some
forms would be but a furniture chintz withal,
yet upon others the quaint device would but
recall visions of the Court beauties of the
loved and lovely Queen of France. Marie
Antoinette costumes are fast becoming en
regle. A very beautiful ball dress for the
summer senson is a delicate white silk
trimmed with flounces of tulle, overlaid by
black thread lace, draped high on the sides with
bows of rose-colored ribbon edged with black
Ince. The little basque trimmed oorrespond-
ingly, the head dress was pink feather tips
and small roses. Another was composed of
white gilk trimmed with elegant, wide Du-
chesse lace; the everskirt was ciel blue tulle
with the same lace, apron-front and very
bov ffant, fastened on each side by clusters of
blue cornflower and white marguerites, a
uffed tulle berthe, with a drapery of

o and bouguet on the corsage of the same
flowers; & long blue plume for the hair,
which must be raised over a cushion in front,
intermingled with flowers. BSleeves for even-
ing dresses are very short, little masses of
lace and flowers. One more ball dress de.
serves mention among the multiplicity pre-
Fnﬂng at " a distinguished emporinm of

ashion, composed of sky-blue silk, trimmed

with six pinked flonnces; the overdress and
bretelles are of white mousseline grenadine,
edged with wide white Duchesse lace and a
charming shell trimming of blue silk. Blue
sashes confine the draping at the sides. The
decollete corsage, plain and round, is finished
off with & plaiting of the white mousseline
and an edging of lnce. The bretelles also
garnished with lace and orpamented on the
shoulders with flat bows of blue ribbon,
Clusters of small roses for the hair complete
this dainty snd becoming costume,

Foulards are in great domand this season,
A Jovely costume is designed of grey foulard
dotted wilh violets, innumerable rufiles orpa-
mented the skirt, over which the overskirt
was looped Ligh with violet ribbhoms, Fou-
lards in fawn color and manve are ruflled and
worn with white grenadine or Bwiss over-
dresses very mnch ornamented with rosettes,
bows, and sashes of ribbon. Shaded toilets
are attracling groat attention. One worn by
a distinguished Sonthern lady, composed
of three sbhades of violet, was a specimen
of exquisite taste and artistic beauty. The
underskirt, of that velvety purple on the
pansy's leaf, was trimmed with two flounces
of a lighter shade, a full ruching at the head-
ing made of the three shades. The very
graceful and distingue polonaise was of a
brighter mauve, trimmed with an elaborately-
made deep fringe, in which wexe united all
of the tints of the dress. The gipsy bonnet
accompanying this costume wps of fine Leg-
horn, trinmed with puffings, aud scarf of
wmauve orepie de chene; at the left side 4 clus-
ter of Parma violets mingled with dark purple
ostrich feathers.

Bquare veils of black dotted lace bordered
are gracefully thrown over the bonnet, or
even the broad-brimmed hat, in true Spanish
fashion. Upecn hats, which, as the season
advances, are fast taking the place of the tiny
gipey bonnet, {lowers, feathers, and lace are
used in profusion upon the left side of the
high erown. White marguerites dotted upon
black velvet are exceedingly fashionable; o' 1,
gula blush roses and tea-roses nestling in

eath or gray mossy folia{i;a. Tor trimmiog
straw hats of any shape delicate shades of the
pale new pgreen, plam, the faint gray of
twilight or purpling haze, and the soft
purple of the pansy in velvet and
gros grein, offer a charming contrast
to the pearl-tinted or snowy whiteness
of the straw. Bonnets can be and are
made by the most fashionable and wealthy of
our belles at a really very triiling cost, but
others sgain rather like to cenfess to havin
paid $20 for an ontrimmed hat, and $40 an
$50 for one trimmed with tiny scraps of rib-
bon and lece and tips of feathers, N'importe,
we are in snage of progression. For eques-
triennes, bnts are found in lower crowns and
broader brims, of beaver, silk, or brown and
black straw. A veil of lace, or scarf of orepe
de clene, with the ends tied negligently and
floating buck, is preferred to gauze or grena-
dine. Awvd thus, hats, for the nonce depesed,
reign agrin. One passes a cogqueitish Leg-
born,with its siry lightness and floating feath-
ers, or & pignant turban, blushing with roses,
involuntprily looking for dimpled youth; and
bebold the ghost of one's grandmother! But
eternsl youll dwells on the ploza, and Ponce
de Leon lived not io vain.

Among the indispensubles are mawvels of
lace, knots, ruffles, embroidery, aud braiding,
made up into the most coguettish little sprons
imeginabile, with graceful bLretelles and cun-
ning bibs of silk, trimwed with lace and pas-
sementeric, in black grevadine, embroidered
with all the fanciful designs aud gorgeous
oriental devices we flod in the jackets and
“mantle capes” of that style. For simpler
aprond nothing can be pretiier than those

made of Victoria lawn or fine barred muslin,
with Hawlurg work made into bretslles,
which, psssing down from the shoulders
in & rounded sweep, form pockets
Handsome travelling costomes are made
of foulard serge, cameo, and all »ilks of quiet,

nentral tints, U..-r-,pit.-ln overdresses, Ht':h‘ing
as protection, are made of cori linen, also,
brown liven, and the Yokolwma, an un-
b'esched linen exceedingly in  demand.
These may be made up in soy style to suit
tbe taste or convenience oi the wearer.
Many prefer the regular circular ologk, but
others object, on the score of having less
freedom uf metion than is afforded by the
long, straight sack, or helf-fittiug ocasaque,
with tleeves apd palerine onps.

Never bus there been so graat a farare for
lace, not only for trimming, bat in rleaves,
collars, drapery for sleeves, aul dainty bows
for the neol. The undersleeves ol laze are
offered in the greatest variely, from the Him-
ple lles-er‘gm‘ wnslin frills to the beantifal
fall of Vel nsiennes or point. Dosowm deapery
of fine lsee, Valenciennes insertion and edg-
ing, snd delioate crimped frills of tulle wre
very becowing, serving admirsbly in toning
down and softening the complexiou.
